LONG-RANGE ROGUE RIVER STUDY PLANNED * 
Secretary of Interior Oscar L, Chapman 


-has ordered furtherinvestigation of the 


Rogue River basin of Oregon, looking 
toward a "balanced multi-purpose develop- 
ment and conservation of the natural 
resources." 

Chapman said his departinent has fairly 
complete information on irrigation and 


‘power aspects of a plan for developing | 


the.basin. But it needs equally detailed 


_ information on the scenic, recreation, 


and fish and wildlife aspects, he said. 

The fish study alone will take four to 
five years. The Rogue basin is a wilder- 
ness sports fishing and recreation area, 
but it is also a potentially important 
irrigation, power, and flood control site, 
according to Chapman. He has ordered 
specific studies on: 

i--Fish in the Rogue and its tributar- 
ies through "at least a full fish cycle." 
The Fish and Wildlife Service has said 
this would cover four to five years—-the 
time between the. spavming of salmon and 
steelhead trout and their return as ma- 
ture fish. 

2--Scenic and recreational resources of 
the region, 

3--Basic water and geologic. data and 
analyses of mineral potentials. 

Chapman directed that these investiga- 
tions be co-ordinated by the Pacific 
Northwest Field Committee, composed of 
regional heads of Interior Department 
agencies in the Northwest, for a "truly 
comprehensive plan." When a feasible 
plan is made, he said, it will be sub- 
mitted to the States and Federal depart- 
ments concerned for comment. Then it 
will be sent to Congress,

Paleobotany in Tilden Park 
Under the leadership of Dick Leonard, on 
Sunday, October 8, a party of 22 NSSters 
met at the Tilden Park Nature Area, lured 
by the hope of seeing some sites for 
finding fossil wood specimens and the 
geologic features of the Hayward fault. 
After a brief stop at the Junior Museum, 
and an introduction to Ranger-Naturalist, 
Jack Parker, we started up a side canyon, 

Our first stop was at a soda spring, 
where we found a group of salt-loving 
plants, usually found along the bay or 
sea shores, The group included salt 
grass and Triglochin Maritima, 

Shortly afterward, the party descended 
into the deep, tut narrow gully. The 
stream was still flowing quite vigorous- 
ly, with slender stems of creek dogwood, 
poison oak, elder and other plants rising 
on all sides to form a leafy canopy over= 
head. Specimens of fossil rock, washed 
out by the action of the stream, were 
found in many places. 

Shortly before lunch time, we were led 
to a fossil tree trunk. It was almost 
- complete, although its condition indicated 
that it had been lying there for a long 
period of time. Dick suggested that we 
try to find the junction of the tree with 
the rock, but after considerable digging 
with a trench shovel, we had to give up 
for this time. 

Many of the group finished off the day 
lunching under the Spreading oaks. Al. 
most all the group finished off the week 
checking the spread of poison oak con- 
tracted during the trip.
